Claims 1-11 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), where Nerlikar (U.S. Patent No. 5,629,981) teaches a method 
for authenticating and validating the owner of a portable device, comprising the steps of: computing a dynamic identification 
code at the portable device (see Nerlikar: Figures 1 and 6, col. 6, lines 35-55); encoding via encryption module the identification 
code into an digital voice signature at the portable device (see Nerlikar: col. 7 f lines 6-27, col. 8, lines 24-46); causing the 
portable device to transmit the digital voice signature over a voice line to a service server provider; decoding the digital v ice 
signature into an identification code at the service server provider (see Nerlikar: col. 8, lines 54-60); transmitting the 
identification code in a transfer information service request to an authorization and validation service location (see Nerlikar: col. 
10, lines 59-col. 11, line 5, 20-46, col. 12, lines 14-42) to be stored; causing the authorization and validation service location 
to transmit to the service server provider a digital validation of the digital voice signature (see Nerlikar: col. 22, lines 11-21) 
and further McAllister (U.S. Patent No. 5,655,007), teaches the method comprising the steps of: entering a credit card selection 
in the portable device for reading and retrieving information retrieved from the credit card associated with the credit card 
selection at the authorization service (see McAllister: col. 2, lines 60-col. 3, line 40), obtaining authorization for the transaction 
requested via selection means from the credit card and credit card company information associated with the credit card selection; 
and wherein a transmitting step further includes transmitting the credit card selection to the authorization service; the step of 
transmitting a digital document comprises transmitting credit card information, connecting with a public server adapted to read 
voice signals, enabling the user to browse requested information services based on voice recognition means adapted to interpret 
voice commands (see McAllister: col. 14, lines 28-53, col. 14, lines 58-col. 15, line 13. col. 16, lines 10-46), because the prior 
art does not teach or fairly suggest the step of: generating indicia of the identification code at the authorization and validation 
service location, comparing the (Continued on Supplemental Sheet.)

identification code, producing through the comparison step the true owner of the portable device, nor the steps of:
